At this time there were approximately 20,000 
members who had taken out subscriptions, ^y means of a loan of DM 
250,000 obtained in April or May, about 30,000 more members were to 
be gained. Another 30,000 subscriptions were to be alloited through 
the Lesering das Bertelmannbuch (ale). These subscribers are 
scattered all over Germany. Through these means the Deutscher Buch- 
ring hopes to reach a membership of 80,000."
